THE CONTEMPT CASES. 

Co.tums1, S. C., Nov. 24.—The State Supreme 
Court has issued a rule to the State Canvassers 
and their counsel, D. T. Corbin, to show cause 
why they shouid not be attached for contempt 
in violating a writ of prohibition issued on the 
17th inst., and issuing certificates in defiance of 
the Court. 

The Court convened at 4 p. m. in response to 
the rule issued at the morning session. 

United States District Attorney Corbin, 
counsel for the Board, introduced an affidavit 
asking for further time. The Court stated that 
if he would indicate the time of their defense or 
assure the Court that they would obey its man- 
damus, further time would be granted. He 
would not do ute ee the request was refused. 

The cousel for e félators were instructed 
to draw the ofder, but as a recitation of all the 
proceedings was required asa preface to the 
order to commit the Board for contempt, they 
requested until to-morrow morning to file it. 

The Court said that they hoped the Board 
would in the mornipg obey its mandate and 
purge the contempt. If they do not they 

WILL BE COMMITTED TO JAIL. 

The counsel for relators then moved that a 
peremptory mandamus issue to H. E. Payne, 
Secre of State, to issue certificates to all 
members of the General Assembly, including 
the Counties of Edgfleld and Laurens, in ac- 
cordance with the order of the Court of Wednes- 
day’s session. 

Associate-Justice Willard said that the rela- 
tors ought not to pray this at this state of the 
proceedings, as Mr. Payne was now in contempt, 
and the Court had no assurance that he would 
obey, as he had disobeyed their mandate already, 
intimating that the counsel ought, therefore, to 
await the result of the rule before moving this 


order. 
JUDGE WILLARD SAID: 

Here we have just made a solemn decision, in 
which H. E. Payne is a party, as a member of the 
Board of State Canvassers and as Secretary of 
State. If the order in that case—an order directed 
to him as well as to the others on the Board—had 
been obeyed, this question would not hav@ arisen. 
As the case now stands, an incident has occurred 
rare in the history of civilized society. Men 
clothed with civil authority of a limited character, 
subject to the courts of the land, have placed 
themselves in defiance of the highest court 
in the State of South Carolina, and are 
now jeopardizing the security of justice and the 
security of peace. They are in an attitude of de- 
fiance, not only against abstract law, but against 
its embodiment in this Court. They have brought 
political death for the moment upon 1 and 
upon the nation. They hold in their hands a fire - 
brend, and they have applied it to the whole 
structure that covers us. While they are thus 
standing defying the power of this Court, 
we are now gravely considering the question of 
iseuing agother mandate to another of this 
Board. Icanuot believe that when these gentle- 
men come to consider, when they come to-night to 
ask the favor and protection of their God, when 
they recail the sanctity of their oaths of office, I 
do not believe that they will longer resist the pow- 
ers of this Court.

THE RETURNING BOARD. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

NWORALIARS Nov. 24,—9 p. m.—The business 
before the Returning Board to-day conssited 
for the most part in hearing documents, pro- 
tests, and affidavits read, and was generally of 
an unimportant character. It is probable that 
the time of the Board will be thus occupied for 
some time to come, as the amount of evidence 
which will be brought before it is voluminous. 
It is likely that the decision of the Board as to 
contested polls will be reserved after hearing 
evidence until they shall have had time to give 
it mature consideration. Possibly the decisions 
in all cases may be rendered at one and the 
same time. The deliberation of the Board can- 
not extend beyond the 6th prox. 

THE LEGISLATURE.

LESSONS FROM THE OFFICIAL RETURNS—LA- 
THROP AND CIVIL-SERVICE RB&FORM.

Under the 
instigation of this disintegrating theory of the 
National Constitution, they have subjected the 


And yet we now find cer- 
tain of their journals arging the popular ma- 
jority in favor of Mr. Tilden, as constituting a 
valid reason for resisting the inauguration of 
Mr. Hayes, even though it shall be found that 
the States of Florida, South Caroiina, and 
Louisiana have chosen Hayes Electors, 
thus securing to him a majority of votes in the 
Electoral College.

is all its own. ‘There are Democrats not a few 
who to this day, despite the lessons of the last

How comes it, then, that they make so great 
a hue and cry about the popular vote for their 
candidate?

Perer DWöyppm Wiaornrro is the name 
of the Democratic cAndidate for Congress in 
the Fourth California District who failed of 
re-election by one vote, and RON ALI DO Pa- 
cHEco, ex Lieutenant-Governor of the State, 
is his successor. P. D. W. has been chiefly 
conspicuous from the frequency with which 
his name has not appeared in the yeas and 
nays, and it is confidently expected that Gov. 
Pacueco will distinguish himself in a differ- 
ent fashion. 

The Supreme Court of South Carolina 
evidently means business. At 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon the members of the Can- 
vassing Board and their counsel, United 
States District-Attorney Connm, were cited 
to show cause why they should not be com- 
mitted for contempt in refusing to 
obey the mandate of the Court. An 
effort to gain time was unsuccess- 
ful, the Court refusing the application 
except under a pledge of obedience to its 
authority, which the relators declined to 
give. The case was postponed until to-day, 
to admit of the necessary legal formalities, 
and, from the declarations of Associate-Jus- 
tice WIILAnD, the understanding was definite 
and unmistakabie that continued persistence 
in the disregard of the judicial order will re- 
sult in the commitment to jail of all the par- 
ties in contempt.

It is astonishing to note that a Louisville 
Court has decided that gambling can be 
punished in that city. Naturally, the black- 
leg fraternity are excited and indignant at 
this Jencroachment upon the rights that 
they Lad come to look upon as securely 
vested, and they have no intention of tamely 
submitting to the decision that the keeper of 
a faro-game can be compelled both to pay a 
fine and endure six months’ imprison- 
ment. The case is to be taken to 
the Court of Appeals, and the gamblers of 
New York, Chicago, and other cities are to 
“chip in” $10,000 toward paying the ex- 
penses of the test litigation. There is an 
almost forgotten law of Illinois on the same 
subject, and it is to be hoped that the card- 
sharpers will be afforded an early opportu- 
nity under the incoming State’s Attorney to 
make up numerous test cases. If it is the 
imprisonment that hurts, that’s the screw 
to turn. 


The Chicago Times has been clutching des- 
perately at a straw to save Torx from 
drowning. Some idle person started the 
story that the name of one of the Republic- 
an Electors—Mr. Casties—had been spelled 
without an s in the southern counties of 
the State, and with an s in the 
northern counties; that there was 
a man in Egypt who spelled his 
name Josepn J. CasTiz, and consequently 
there was a divided Republican vote on the 
name of Castizs, which would let in one of 
the Reformers, whose vote would elect 
Sam TD President.

Among the subjects considered yesterday 
by the Louisiana Board was the 
case of one of the election districts in 
Natchitoches Parish, in which but three 
Electors were voted for on either ticket. 
This was the result of a blunder on the part 
of the Commissioners of Election and the 
United States Supervisor, who testified that, 
under a misapprehension of the law, they 
themselves had erased from the ballots, after | 
they had been voted, the names of all but 
three Electors on each ticket, retaining only 
the names of the two Electors-at-Large and 
the Elector for that Congressional District. 
The mere fact that this particular voting 
precinct gave a majority for the Harne 
Electoral ticket was sufficient to draw from 
Col. Zacuantre, leading counsel for the Dem- 
cratic candidates, a protest against any ac- 
tion looking to the correction of the erro- 
neous return, but the Board very justly de- 
cided that if the ballots were produced for 
inspection the question of correction would 
be considered. This attempt to disfranchise 
a large number of voters of both parties 
merely because the election officials erred in 
the performance of their duties, is what the 
Democrats call having a fair and honest 
count. If the same mistake had occurred in 
a strong Democratic district, what a howl- 
ing would be set up for a count of all the 
votes ! 

THE PRECEDENTS FOR COUNTING THE 

PRESIDENTIAL VOTE. 

While it is possible that the issue of the 
Presidential election may be made to turn 
upon the final count of the Electoral votes 
as they are certified to Washington, and 
since Mr. Cuargson N. Porrer’s assumption 
that the count or refusal to count rests with 
the present Democratic House of Represent- 
atives, it is pertinent to recall the practice 
that has heretofore obtained. The direction 
given by the Constitution is that The Pres- 
ident of the Senate shall, in the presence of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall 
be then counted.” Previously to the year 
1865, when the Twenty-second Joint Rule 
was adopted permitting either House to ob- 
ject to the count of a State, the constitu- 
tional direction was construed literally and 
followed accordingly. The constitutionality 
of the joint rule was never tested, because 
the urgency never arose in which the count 
of any State objected to would affect the re- 
sult. But this joint rule has not been adopted 
by the present Congress, and, of course, will 
not be adopted now. Congress, therefore, 
must fall back upon the constitutional direc- 
tion; and the fairest construction that can 
be placed upon that is the one that is in 
keeping with the precedents. All the prece- 
dents are in favor of its literal interpretation, 
and the count of the votes and the announce- 
ment of the result by the President of the 
Senate. 

The first United States Senate organized 
under the present Constitution elected Jonn 
Lanapon President of the Senate, and there- 
upon passed the following resolution : 


Orde red —That Mr. ELtswortuinform the House 
of Representatives that a quoram of the Senate is 
formed; that a President is elected for the sole 
purpose of opening the certificates and counting 
the votes of the Electors of the several States in the 
choice of a President and Vice-President of the 
United States; and that the Senate is now ready, 
in the Senate Chamber, to proceed in the presence 
of the House to discharge that duty, and that the 
Senate have appointed one of their members to sit 
at the Clerk's table to make a list of the votes as 
they shall be declared, submitting it to the wisdom 
of the House to appoint one or more of their mem- 
bers for a like purpose. 


Thus, from the very start, the opening of 
the certificates and the counting of the votes 
was committed to the President of the Sen- 
ate. Tre House of Representatives imme- 
diately acquiesced, and Mr. Mapicon was 
instructed to say to the Senate that the noti- 
fication of the election of President and Vice- 
President should be made ‘‘ by such persons 


pleased to direct.” The second count of the 
Presidential vote was in 1793. Jou~w Apams 
was then Vice-President, and announced his 
own re-election, and the rule by which the 
count was conducted and which was made 
by Rurvus Kine, one of the original framers 
of the Constitution, was as follows : 

The two Houses shall assemble in the Senate 
Chamber on Wednesday next at 12 o'clock; that 
one person shall be appointed a teller, on the part 
of the Senate, to make a list of the votes as they 
shall be declared; that the result shall be delivered 
to the President of the Senate, who shall announce 
the state af the vote and the persons elected, to the 
two Houses assembled as aforesaid, which shali be 
deemed a declaration of the persons elected Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, and, together with a list 
of the votes, be entered on the journals of the two 
Houses. 

At the next count, Jon Apams, still Vice- 
President, opened the certificates, made the 
count; and announced his own election as 
President. In the fourth count occurred the 
memorable contest between Jzrrzrson and 
Burr; and, though the votes for the two 
men were a tie, and Jzerrzerson himself was 
Vice-President, no effort was made to inter- 
fere with JErFrERson’s right and duty to count 
the vote. The same practice was followed 
in the counts of 1805, 1809, and 1813. In 
1817, when Moxnox was elected, Mr. Tarron, 
a member of the House from New York, en- 
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mission of the State into the Union, but in 


| neither did the count or the omission to 


count affect the result. A joint rule was 
in both cases previous to the count, 
authorizing the Premdent of the Senate to 
announce the result as so many votes in case 
the State were counted, and so many in case 
it were not counted; but there was no dis- 
position to deprive the President of the 
Senate of his constitutional function. The 
same practice was followed at the subsequent 
Electoral counts until the joint rule of 1865 
was adopted, the constitutionality of which 
was never tested, but was always in doubt. 
The abandonment of that rule by the present 
Congress naturally revives the previous prac- 

There are many instances which indicate 
that it was the intention of the framers of 
the Constitution, as it was eminently proper, 
to deprive Congress of all claim to the privi- 
lege of passing upon the Electoral vote. 
Cuartzs Pincengy, one of the most able 
men in the Constitutional Convention, de- 
clared afterwards in that— 

He remembered very well that in the Federal 
Convention great care was used to provide for the 
election of President of the United States inde- 
pendent of Congress; to take the business as far 
as possible out of their hands. The votes are to 
be given by Electors appointed forthat express 
purpose. The Electors are to be appointed by each 
State, and the whole direction as to tne manner of 
their appointment is given to the State Legisla- 
tures. Nothing was more ciear to him than that 
Congress had no right to meddle with it at all; as 
the whole was intrusted to the State Legislatures, 
they would make provision for all questions 
arising on the occasion. 

Later on, Mr. Prmvcxnzy. also said that to 
give Congress, even when assembled in Con- 
vention, a right to reject or admit the Elect- 
oral votes of States, would have been so gross 
and dangerous an absurdity as the framers of 
the Constitution never would have been 
guilty of.” This was said in 1800, but the 
remark is not less strikingly true now than 
it was then; besides, it has the additional 
weight of having been made by one of the 
framers of the Constitution whereof he 
spoke. In keeping with this construction, 
all motions, objections, and debate have al- 
ways been ruled out of order. In 1849, 
when Grorez M. DaLLAs was Vice-President, 
he opened the joint session of the two 
Houses by reminding them that they had 
assembled 80 that J may fulfill the duty 
enjoined upon me by the Constitution.” On 
that occasion Mr. Stzpnens offered a sugges- 
tion, and was promptly reminded that no 
motion was in order, and no other proced- 
ure could be taken except that pointed out 
by the Constitution. So, as late as 1865, 
when Seuator Wap suggested abridging the 
reading of the returns, he was reminded by 
Mr. S. S. Cox that no motion could be sub- 
mitted, and the Chair sustained the point. 

All the precedents, except the Twenty- 
second Joint Rule, which no longer exists, 
are favorable to the notion that the duty of 
counting the Electoral votes is purely minis- 
terial, that it devolves upon the President of 
the Senate, and that it was purposely saved 
from all interference on the part of the 
House of Representatives because it becomes 
the duty of the House to choose a President 
when there has been a failure to elect in the 
Electoral College. 

TILDEN’S REVOLUTION. 

The scheme for the election of Mr. In- 
pEN to the Presidency, proposed by Mr. 
CuarKson N. Porr, of New York, is not 
only revolutionary in itself, but its publica- 
tion at this time is full of significance. 
What is it that he proposes shall be done ? 
He assumes in advance, and without a 
knowledge of the actual facts, that the 
States of Florida and Louisiana have each 
given a popular majority for the Torn 
Electors ; and he insists that if, upon the 
canvass of the votes of those States by the 
officers appointed for that purpose under the 
laws of those States, the election of Hares 
Electors shall be officially declared, that 
then the votes of those States shall not be 
counted m declaration of the election of the 
President and Vice-President; but that the 
House of Representatives shall thereupon 
proceed, as if there were no election, to 
elect a President by the representatives of 
the States. It will be noticed that if Lou- 
isiana and Florida shall be returned as vot- 
ing for Tn, Mr. Porrzr proposes that 
their votes shall be counted; but if they be 
returned as voting for Harms, they cannot 
be counted without the consent of the 
House, which consent he insists that the 
House will not give, and ought not to give. 

The argument is that the two Houses of 
Congress act as two persons in counting the 
returns for President and Vice-President; 
that the votes returned can only be counted 
by the consent of both Houses; that the 
objection of either House must exclude the 
vote objected to, and that the declared result, 
to be authoritative, must be assented to by 
each House. He assumes that the Senate will 
not agree to the rejection of the returns of 
these States, in which case, the two Houses 
failing to agree, there will be such a failure 
to elect as is contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion when it is made the duty of the House 
of Representatives to proceed to elect a Pres- 
ident. It is claimed that as each House of 
Congress is to decide for itself, and as the 
concurrence of the two Houses is essential 
to the declaration of the result of the elec- 
tion, so, in the absence of such an agree- 
ment, the House of Representatives will be- 
come the sole and exclusive judge whether 
the occasion exists for the exercise of the 
power given toit by the Constitution, of 
electing a President as provided for in the 
Twelfth Amendment to the Constitution. 

There can be no mistaking the purpose 
and the motive of this propositien. It is 
that TI. DIN shall be elected President under 
any and all circumstances. It means that 
Tu is to be declared President by the 
votes of the Electoral Colleges, if possible, 
or by the joint action of the two Houses of 
Congress, or, failing this, is to be declared 
Preifident by the present Democratic House 
and the Democratic party at whatever cost it 
may involve. It means that if Hayzs have a 
majority of the Electoral: vote and be de- 
clared elected, that these facts are to be dis- 
regarded, and that THν is to be declared 
President, and his claim to that office to be 
supported let the consequences be what they 
may. The proposition is to make Torx 
President, and to do this by a revolution of 
the forms of law and of the law itself; by a 
seizure of the Government, or the erection 
of another Government, and in either case 
ending in revolt, insurrection, and civil war 
between the partisans and adherents of the 
rival Presidents and Governments. We need 
not point out the demoralization of the coun- 
try under such a condition of affairs. 

If this proposition were simply that of a 
private citizen, it might be classed among 
the many wild schemes suggested by heated

in Congress ard out of it, will not submit to 
the election of Mr. Harzs, but will, through 
a pretended election by the Democratic ma- 
jority in the House of Representatives, have 
himself declared elected, and will assume to 
be President, and levy war upon all who may 
deny or oppose his authority.

There 1s no denying that this threat is a 
serious one. Not that it will intimidate any 
one, or change the regular progress of events; 
but it is serious because it gives to the crim- 
inal, vicious, disorderly, and rcvolutionary 
classes an encouragement for insurrection 
and violence from men who have held 
higher places in public estimation. It is a 
promise, se far as it can be, of a general re- 
volt of the Democratic party against the 
Government of the United States; it is a 
promise that another and opposing Govern- 
ment shall be erected; and that, while the 
madness and fury of partisan strife shall con- 
tinue, there shall be anarchy throughout the 
land, and the substitution of force for law, 
and that a majority of one branch of Con- 
gress and a large minority of the other will 
be in the very advance of the revolutionary 
party. } 

We, however, have too much faith in 
popular intelligence, and in American re- 
spect for law and for honest and lawful 
elections, to believe that Mr. Torx, even 
though backed by a majority in the 
House of Representatives, will be able to 
rally any considerable portion of even 
the Democratic party to take up arms against 
their common country to put Mr. Torx in 
the Executive chair. We can understand 
that the large cities of the Atlantic States 
and even of the West may contribute multi- 
tudes of gamblers, ruffians, and others of the 
non-working classes, who may talk loudly of 
gore and dead corpses, and even resort to as- 
sassination and murder; but these are not 
the men of which to make armies or to en- 
gage in open and civilized war. We do not 
believe that, outside of the gambling fra- 
ternity who have money at stake, and the 
office-holders and office-seekers, there are 
enough American citizens, Democrats or Re- 
publicans, in the United States who are ready 
to volunteer to engage in war to support tho 
claim of any man for the Presidency against 
the person declared elected by those intrust- 
ed by law with the duty of making that 
declaration. The threat fulminated by 
Mr. Porrzr, and through him pre- 
sumably by Mr. Torx, while it is infamous 
because incendiary, and criminal because 
revolutionary, while it may add to the public 
excitement and temporarily hold out a prom- 
ise of lawlessness and anarchy, will fail to 
fire the heart of the Democratic portion of 
the people to the point of rushing to arms 
to engage in war to make Mr. TDR Presi- 
dent. Unless Mr. Tom can find some 
other means of supplying the one vote which 
he needs than a civil war, the country, in- 
cluding the millions who voted for him, will 
let him fight his battles alone. The disap- 
pointment of Mr. Torx, who lacks but one 
vote of an election, can well bé understood, 
as can also be understood the deep mortifica- 
tion his vanity has suffered; but better men 
have sustained greater disappointments than 
this, and his grief and disappointments fur- 
nish no cause for civil war, nor will there be 
war to settle this question of succession. 
Nevertheless, we submit to the country 
whether this formal threat of revolution and 
civil war to make Tre President, whether 
elected or not, does not merit universal 
rebuke and condemnation.

SUGGESTIONS FOR OUR SUPREME COURT. 

By the thirty-first section of Article VI. of 
the Constitution of this State it is provided 
that All Judges of courts of record inferior to 
the Supreme Court shall, on or before the first 
day of June of each year, report in writing 
to the Judges of the Sapreme Court such 
defects and omissions in the laws as their ex- 
perience may suggest ; and the Judges of the 
Supreme Court shall, on or before the first 
day of January of each year, report in writ- 
ing to the Governor such defects and omis- 
sions in the Constitution and laws as they 
may find to exist, together with appropriate 
forms of bills to cure such defects and omis- 
sions in the laws.” 

The State of Illinois has suffered perhaps 
more than any other State in the Union from 
unconstitutional laws, and the Court of last 
resort seems to take delight in declaring 
them so. The above section of the Constitu- 
tion is a regular ‘‘ bulldozer” on the Judges, 
and makes it their duty to not only point out 
defects in the Constitution itself, but to point 
out all defects and omissions in the laws, and 
to frame bills to meet them. We would like 
to ask the Judges of this State if they have 
ever discovered anything wrong in the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law of the State, 
which allows criminals of all grades to escape 
by the most contemptible technicalities. If 
the} ever found that the law pertaining to 
eontinuances and changes of venue were 
abused and justice cheated and thwarted by 
the chicanery of shysters, pettifoggers, and 
even those of high degree, in consequence 
thereof ? 

If such things have ever occurred, we 
would like to have the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court send up to the General Assem- 
bly bills upon the subject. Again, did it 
ever occur to any Judge in the State of IIli- 
nois that there was anything out of gear 
‘with the tax laws? For forty years taxation 
has been regarded by our County and Su- 
preme Courts as a high crime and misde- 
meanor, and all laws passed to collect the 
revenue as falling but little short of offenses 
provided in the criminal code. In no other 
State in the American Union can there be 
found such a collection of glaring incon- 
sistencies, such nonsensical evasions, such a 
want of right up-and-down common sense, 
as has characterized our courts in construing 
the revenue laws. 

To lie and cheat is regarded dishonorable, 
but fora man to evade the payment of his 
taxes, and resort to technical objections that 
are made use of only by a sneak-thief or 
confidence operator, has been and is regarded 
respectable in a tax-fighter. 

Did it ever occur to any of our Judges that 
almost every decision which they have ren- 
dered in regard to taxes for years has been

JAPANESE PROGRESS. 

Japan is no longer the enigma to the world 
that it once was. Every few months we hear 
something interesting of our active, jovial, cop- 
per-colored brethren across the Pacific. The 
information this time comes from that great 
British traveler, Sir CHARLES WENTWORTH 
Duke. One always expects something good 
from him, and Sir CARL xs has not disappointed 
his readers in his admirable paper on Japan, in 
the last number of the Fortnightly. He sees in 
the growing indifference and want of reverence, 
displayed of late by tne people for their relig- 
ion, the working out of the English and Ameri- 
can influence. The Japanese Government has 
become so short of money, on aceount of heavy 
expenditures for public improvements, that it 
actually proposed to sell Dai-Butz, a bronze and 
siiver Buddha, sixty feet high, for old metal. 
This sacrilege was only prevented by. certain 
foreign Ministers, who desired the statue saved 
for a specimen of Eastern religious art. If we 
add to this a recent strong desire to destroy the 
tombs of the Tycoons at Tokio (formerly 
Yeddo), it is at once seen that the Japanese are 
becoming feverish for modern improvements, 
and have but little regard for ancient dogmas, 
especially when they block the van of needed 
progress. 

Not only are religious monuments to be 
slashed down to pay for public works, but the 
Finance Minister has had a strong call to cut 
down the incomes of the great nobles of Japan. 
So strong is public opinion that the upper 
ten”? have become terribly exercised over the 
prospect that the extortionate income-tax, 
which took one-tenth of their incomes last year, 
will not be content with less than two-tenths 
this year. The importance of the income-tax is 
more readily understood when the fact is known 
that the annual appropriations for nobles’ pen- 
sions is about $14,000,000.“ The total revenue 
and expenditure of the Empire is in round fig- 
ures $45,000,000 a year. The nobles’ incomes 
are half as much again as the military expendi- 
tures, five times the cost of the navy, and five 
times the interest on the national debt. 

Sir CHARLES DILKB seems to have great con- 
fidence in the honesty of those who administer 
the affairs of Japan. Her finance accounts may 
be taken without suspicion. The European 
postal system and lighthouse systems have 
proved very successful. The Postmaster- 
General’s report of 1875 shows that, in four 
years, Japan has distanced Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, Turkey, and Greece in the postal 
service. Three thousand five hundred post- 
offices have been already opened, and the in- 
crease of letters posted is at the rate of 50 per 
cent a year. As the Postmaster-General re- 
marked in his report: The enormous increase 
of 56 per cent on the revenue of the preceding 
‘year is due to the rapid progress of civiliza- 
tion.“ The Japanese already have thirty-three 
lighthouses which are said to be models to any 
country. From this it seems Japan is de- 
termined to be on a level with the European 
world in army, navy, education, post-offices, 
lighthouses, telegraph, railroads, etc. The ex- 
traordinary progress of Japan is largely at- 
tributable to the personal cleverness, pluck, and 
energy of the Japanese people. 

An attempt has been made, and, we believe, 
receives Government aid and encouragement, 
to induce farmers to raise sheep, with a view of 
converting the hills into pasture land. This 
would be a source of great wealth to Japan, as 
the hills cover a large portion of the country. 
Up to the present time little or no use is being 
made of these vast tracts of land. The timber 
has been cut off, and none has been planted to 
repiace it. 

In Sir CHARLES’ opinion, but one thing re- 
mains tu complete the prosperity of the Empire 
and place her in the front ranks of the civilized 
world. The Government must allow foreigners 
to reside anywhere in the country. The exclu- 
sion of foreigners has been the great drawback 
to her progress. This privilege granted, and 
the splendid mines would then be worked with 
English and American capital. The work could 
be done under the direction of American and 
English engineers, and result beneficial to Ja- 
pan. Few countries have such abundant min- 
eral resources, waiting to be unearthed. Coal 
is plentiful in the north; gold, copper, tin, iron, 
iron-sand, plumbago, antimony, copperas, co- 
balt, and sulphur, are among the products of its 
mines. There is much marble, rock-salt, amber, 
fire-clay, porcelain-clay, petroleum, alum, rock- 
crystal, and some silver. Here is a golden op- 
portunity for Japan to take a long stride in ad- 
vance, 

It is a marked fact that Japan is year by year 
The English 
taught their marines; the French imstructed 
their army. The result of their respective 
training is distinct to-day in the manners of the 
Japanese sailor and soldier. It may not be gen- 
erally known that Japan employs 4,214 men 
well drilled in her navy. All Japanese are lia- 
ble to military service in the army, but the reg- 
ular force musters about 49,930 men. So for- 
midable is this army that Sir CHarizs thinks 
that, had war broken out between China and 
Japan two years ago, the Japanese would have 
taken Pekin. The officials are dressed in Eu- 
ropean dress; and the police and soldiers are 
very European in their appearance.“ The 
English language is now learned by hundreds of 
young Japs, and at some not far distant day 
will become the official language of the coun- 
try. Altogether, the last accounts of this inter- 
esting people are in keeping with the reports 
we have been in the habit of receiving for the 
past five years, and show an extraordinary con- 
tinuance of efforts toward improvement.

OFFICIAL DENIAL. 

LivERPOOL, Nov. 24.—The London corre-

The Commander-in-Chief’s 
staff, the Commissariat, the engineering, artil- 
lery, and other staffs of the army, have been 
formed. 

TORPEDO CONTRACT.

Lonpon, Nov. 25—5 a. m.— The Marquis of 
Salisbury arrived at Vienna yesterday.

THE SERVIAN ARMY.

The active army consists of the regular infan- 
try, militia of the first class, and all 
the cavalry, artillery, and engineers. It is di- 
vided into four companies, viz.: Those of the 
Thurnodia, the Drina, the Morava, and the

The resignation of the Servian Ministry seems 
to be definitive. The present Ministry will 
continue to carry on the Administration 
of affairs provisionally. A new Ministry will 
probably not be formed until the return of 
Marinovitch from Russia. 

UNFAVORABLE. 

Loxpox, Nov. 24—Evening.—The Berlin dis- 
patch to the Daily News reports that 
Prince Bismarck retused to receive Ed- 
hem Pasha, Turkish Ambassador to Germany, 
who called to take leave before starting for 
Constantinople. The appointment of Edhem 
Pasha as Plenipotentiary of Turkey at the 
Conference is considered to be unfavorable to 
peace, because he is known to be uncompro- 

mising in his view. | 
N POSSIBILITIES. 

The Timg reviewing the prospects of the Con- 
ference says: The specific proposals which 
will come before it have been ex#mined in every 
capital of Europe. The conclusion is universal 
that they present no insuperable obstacle to peace:

The Republique Francais publishes an article 
to<lay condemning the influences which sur- 
round President ac Mahon, and which, it says, 
tend to restrain the Cabinet’s liberty of action. 

RUMPUS IN THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 

VERSAILLES, Nov. 24.—The Senate to-day, 
after several ballots, elected M. Schesnelong, 
Legitimist, and M. Renouard, of the Left, Sen- 
ators for life. 

In the Chamber of Deputies this afternoon 
the estimates for public worship were consid- 
ered, and gave rise to an excited debate, 
Prince Napoleon speaking for the first time 
since his election, denounced the dangerous 
encroachments of the clergv, who had exercised 
a disastrous influence in recent French history— 
notably in 1870. He supported a proposal for 
the reduction of the estimates for public wor- 


ship. 

The Clericalist Deputies protested against the 
speech, which was couched in violent terms. 

M. Keller, Legitimist, declared that the Em- 
ire was accountable for the loss of Alsace and 
orraiue, and recriminations ensued between 

the Clericalists and Bonapartists. 

Gambetta, intervening, referred to the decree 
abolishing the Empire. Baron De Lambert, a 
zealous Bonapartist, thereupon suddenly rose 
and shouted, “‘ Vive ’Empereur!’’ Indescrib- 
able uproar ensued. When order had been 
restored De Lambert was formaily censured.

Internal Revenue Commissioner’s Recom- 
mendations---Receipts During the Past 
Year---Treasury Estimates.

The Customs, Lighthduse Service, and Coast 
Survey have been carefully examined, and when 
the sums seemed more than sufficient to insure 
an economical administration he has directed 
them to be reduced.

It was inti- 
mated at the time of the arrest of Woodward 
that his coming back to this country, his 
apprehension at Chicago, his return to this 
city and his confinement in the Tombs were 
simply preliminary to a full confession on his 
part of the entire transactions of the Ring and 
all its adherents, great and small. All the cir- 
cumstances of the arrest, the ease with which it 
was effected, the willingness with which Wood- 
ward came to this city, and the quiet satisfac- 
tion with which he has endured his confinement 
in prison, confirmed tbe suspicion 
THAT HIS RETURN WAS PRE-ARRANGED. 

Allusion has also been made to a possibility 
of Woodward and Tweed also giving the bene- 
fit of their knowledge to the State they had 
been similariy instrumental in robbing. To-day 
it is uncertain what course Mr. Tweed 
may pursue, but it is beyond any doubt 
that Mr. Woodward has resolved that 
the only safe course open to him 
is to reveal all he knows in relation tothe frauds

TO-DAY 
Ludlow Street Jail, and the streets that lead 
to it, showed no sign of the excite 


ment of the previous afternoon. Those 
who passed, knowing that Tweed was 
within the building, looked at it with some de- 
gree of curiosity, and occasionally during the 
day a small knot of persons gathered before the 
doors, but there was no crowd and little interest 
apparent. W. M. Tweed, Jr., called to see his 
tat her, and remained in his room during a con- 
siderabie part of the day. Tweed seemed, on 
the whole, pleased with his quarters. He re 
marked that he thought he should be com- 
fortable, and that the room wasa better one 
than he had occupied since he left the city. 
WARDEN WATSON 
said that on the previous evening he had not 
observed any special change in Tweed’s appear- 
ance; but, by daylight, he saw that he was much 
thinner and paler. He thought that he had 
lost seventy-five pounds in weight, and the 
effect of his hardships and anxiety had been to 
make him look older. Mr. Watson said that 
Tweed would be closely confined in the small 
room assigned to him. The prisoner would 
not de especially uncomfortable there. 
He was not a man accustomec to exercise and 
dependent upon it. He rarely walked his room 
during his last confinement, though it afforded 
space for bealthful exercise. 
LUXURIES. 
As to the introduction by Tweed’s friends of 
luxuries for the prisoner, the Warden said that 
occasionally they would be allowed to bring him 
fruits and delicacies. Formerly much wine and

liquor had been smuggled into jail 
for the use of prisoners, but there 
was now a different system, and all 


parcels brought into the jail were examined. 
Tweed, however, had not cared for wine for 
a considerable time, and he did not smoke. 

Tweed’s counsel, Mr. Field, lad not, up to 

that time, visited Tweed. 
TWEED’S HEALTH. 

His Secretary, Foster Dewey, who had also 
advised him legally, had spent several ‘hours 
with him. Ex-Coroner Schirmer, who has been 
Tweed’s family physician for many years, 
after his professional visit to the prisoner 
this morning, said that Tweed had 
lost at least 100 pounds of flesh since he saw 
him last, a few days before his flight, and that 
his system was very much relaxed. Tweed’s 
illness while on Blackwell's Island resulted 
from diabetes. By careful attention to the 
regimen prescribed by his physician he apparent- 
ly recovered, and was in very good health at the 
time of his flight. . Now, however, his physi- 
cian is apprehensive that the disease has devel- 
oped itself again, but it is impossible to deter- 
mine positively for a day or two.

Our blowers have not been paid 60 
cents per 100 feet except for one bracket, the 
wages running from 45 cents to $2.25 per 100 
feet, according to quality and size, with 10 per 
cent off. Our blowers, gatherers, flatteners, and 
cutters, all work by Pittsburg wages list, and 
no change can take place here unless generally 
adopted there. We have asked asmall reduc- 
tion on the wages paid our other employes, who 
are now getting the same wages paid three years 
ago, and have allowed them until Dec. 1 to con- 
sider and better themselves if they can, but 
have reason to believe that they will accept with- 
out adissenting voice.

Frank M. Pixley, ap as a witness, read 
aletter to Dr. Thomas Logan by Dr. Stout, 
condemning the Chinese on every band, and 
adducing an argument to show the danger of 
such a race rem in the country.

Francis Avery, who said he had been con- 
nected with various enterprises, testified that he 
would trust a Chinaman unhesitatingly; he had 
one or two in his family and would not hesitate 
a moment in leaving the house with them. He 
was in favor of receiving the Chinese with open 
arms, for as the State progressed it would need 
more laborers. In all his experience with the 
Celestials he had always found them honest and 
trustworthy. He inadvertently said thatin his 
opinion the Chinese did not displace white serv- 
ants. 

Col. Bee here produced a newspaper account 
of the anti-coolie mass-meeting on Wednesday 
evening, and the witness read from it concern- 
ing the inscriptions on the transparencies carried 
by the clubs, and also the burning of the Rev. 
Gibson. He was then asked what he thought 
of people who would burn a respectable man in 
effigy, and he said his opinion of them was that 
they belonged to the lowest class. Burning 
anybody in effigy was not generally induiged in 
by respectable people. ‘ 

A MERCHANT’S OPINION. 

Frederick Macondray, a member of the mer- 
dantile firm of Macondray & Co., testified that 
in his experience he did not know of any class 
of merchants who were more honest and trust- 
worthy than the Chi His firm had never 
lost a dollar by them. He had lost, however 
considerable money by rascally white men. All 
the contracts with the Chinese were merely ver- 
bal, but they never break them. He had lived 
in China, and had many opportunities for study- 
ing the Celestials, from which observation he 
gathered the opinion that as business-men they 
were an exemplary class, and, as far as honor- 
able dealing went, they were superior to any 
other merchants. He neyer heard of men 
being brought here in bondage, nor had he ever 
s 3 that any Chinese were brought here 
under servile labor for contracts. Upon being 
asked his opinion, he said he thought taere were 
at pos enough Chinese here, and believed 
that if the matter was left to them alone the 
demand for their labor would at all times regu- 
late the supply. He believed, however, that 
the people were generally opposed to the intro- 
duction of Chinese. There are large numbers 
of Chinaman returni to China on every 
steamer. This was y owing to the public 
sentiment aroused against them, and partly to 
the fact that this season was the one in which 
the Chinese usually go home. In the spring 
the tide, if unobstructed, would turn the other 
way. The witness testified regarding his cx- 
perien.e in China, which confirmed those ad- 
vanced by other witnesses. 

CUMULATIVE .EVIDENCE. 

Frederick L. Castle, a member of the firm of 
Castle Bros., merchants, engaged in the impor- 
tation of Chinese goods, such as rice, oil, etc., 
testified that he had never lost a dollar in his 
dealings with the Celestials, extensive though it 
had been. His opinion regarding the other as 
tributes of the Chinese were ering to them, 
and savored greatly of the previous testimony. 
In some respects they had been beneficial to the 
community, and in others detrimental. To the 
agricultural interests they had been valuable, 
but in throwing workingmen out of employ- 
ment they had been injurious. In his business 
he employed several white boys in packing teas, 
and found them an excellent substitute tor Ce- 
lestials. This statement led to the expression 
of his opinion in relation to our boys,” and he 
said he had never failed to get boys when 
he wanted them, and he found San Francisco 
youths, as a general thing, as good as the boys 
of any other city. 

A CHANGE OF BASE. 

Dr. Stout, whose views on the Chinese ques- 
tion in 1862 were materially different, as read 
by Mr. Pixley, from what they were now, was 
here recalled and given an opportunity to 
explain why he had changed his mind. 
The burden of this was that his greater 
experience since tien had convinced him 
of the injustice he was doing to the Mon- 
golians. He believed that instead of Chinese 
emigration being destructive to our interests, it 
had been beneficial. They had assisted mate- 
rially in furthering many great enterprises, and 
would assist in other and greater enterprises in 
tlie future. The Chinese do not, in his opinion, 
conflict with the white labor, and therefore 
there was no necessity of restricting the emi- 

tion. 

The Rev. Hiram W. Read, an ev tical 
minister who had some experience with the 
Chinese, was sworn after recess. He was aware 
of the conversion of one Christian female, who 
was now, in his opinion, a good and sincere 
Christian. He had been engaged in the conver- 
sion of Chinamen in Sacramento and elsewhere, 
and had been rewarded with considerable su-

cess. He knew of Chinese attending the pyblic 
schools being universally anxious to learn, and 
Many of the 


aying taxes like other De 
Piinese converts to Christianity were sincere, 
and on 8 to China became missionaries 
and never, to his knowledge, had renounced 
their new-found religion. Some of them merged 
into very excellent preachers, Where the 
Chinese were employed in families, they were 
very generally esteemed. In reply to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Pixley, the witness said that the 
female Chinese convert was formerly a woman 
of bad character, and that such emigration was 
undesirable, and also that the moral aspect of 
the Chinesé men who came there was bad. With 
100,000 Chinese in the State, he admitted that 
the dominance of Satan would be much more 
difficult to overrule. He knew very little con- 
ceruing the habits and customs of the Chinese, 
and therefore he was unable to speak authori- 
tatively on several points. 

CHINESE EXPERIENCES. 

Henry Hart, formerly a resident of China, and 
for several years the agent there of the Pacific- 
Mail Steamship Company, testified that he had 
always found Jobn a man of exemplary charac- 
ter, and that he had never had any in ities 
heaped upon him. Hé was familiar with the 
manner of shipping Chinese from Hongkong. 
The American Consul examined all the coolies 
applying for passage. for which he charged §1. 
He recollected that the Consul had refused pas- 
sage to several Chinese on account of physical 
disabilities. 1 pe the shipping of women, 
he could state positively that no woman could 
leave China without a gertificate from the Amer- 
ican Consul,—at least not at that time; the 
law, however, may have been changed since. 
The examination was only a physical inspection, 
conducted by medical men, and if he was an in- 
valid in any respect he was refused passage. 
This was done to prevent sickness on board 
ship. The ship’s surgeon, harbor-master, and 
Consul were always present at the examination. 
His opinion, made up from his observation while 
in China, was that the Chinese were nota dad 

ople. He did not think that the Chinese were 
by any means the lowest class of people in the 
world. There were different grades of society 
in China, and he did not think thatthe most 
corrupt came to this country. The coolie trade 
had been stopped while he was in China, and the 
class that now came here were

any more than agricultural laburers. He would 


prefer to be in a ship with a cargo of Chinese, 


and thought they were fully as clean and well- 
behaved as a steerage full of European emi- 
ts. He knew very little of any class of 
Phinese éxcept the merchants, and those he had 
always found honorable and intelligent men. 
The Pacific Mail Company had experienced some 
difficulty with stowaways, who attempted to gut 
rid of the Consul’s fee and examination. Some 
of these had bribed the officers of the ship, but 
all that had been stopped now. While agent of 
the Company he had protested against the pay- 
ment of the Consul’s fee, and had been instru- 
mental in bringing the fact of his charge to the 
attention of Secretary Fish, through Edwards 
Pierrepont, at that time solicitor of the Compa- 
ny, but nothing was ever done aboutit. The 
witness had examined the law and found that 
the charge was unjustifiable. He did not wish 
to intimate that Mr. Bailey, the Consul, did not 
y the money into the United States Treasury. 
His protest was only made in the interest of the 
Company. 
Charles Sonntag, Chief Deputy of the License 
Collector, testified that his o receives from 
Dasket-peddlers about 611,820 per year, and 
from storekeepers, for sei liquors, etc.,

He had never known of a suit brought net 
a Chinaman for non-performance of contract, 


and never for the non-payment of debt. Com- 
ng the popula‘ions, ‘the number of arrests 
or crime were about equal in the whites and 
Chinese. He did not think there was a general 
publie sent ment against the Chinese; but in 
this city the foreign voting population were 
violent! e to the emigration. Nearly 
all the Catholic Irish bummers and hoodlums 
were opposed to the Chinese, but tne native 
1 were not interested as a general 
hing. This prejudice was founded on the de- 
preciation of wages, and was very like the oppo- 
sition in early times to labor-saving machines, 
and that which used to prevail against the irish 
and Germans when they first began coming 
here. He thought there was no danger of the 
CHINESE BECOMING NATURALIZED, 
and it would uire many years for them to 
desire it even. There is a provision in the 
United States Code preventing Chinese natural- 
ization, and that question was settled. He be- 
lieved it would be unwise to restrict the emigra- 
tion. The reasons were various—political, 
moral, financial, and sentimental, in all oi which 
could be iound plausible reasons why the Chi- 
nese should not be excluded, There is no ap- 
rehension among educated people that the 

Yhinese will overrun. the State. He thought 
the demand would regulate the supply, and that 
the white laborer had nothing to fear, as he was, 
and always would be, superior to the Chinese in 
every respect. 

Mr. Piper—Now, Mr. Brooks, you say the 
principal opposition to Chinese emigration comes 
trom Catholic Irish and bummers? 

Mr. Brooks— es, sir. 

Mr. Piper—Now, what isa bummer? I would 
like to know. : 

Mr. Brooks—A bummer is a shiftless hanger 
around, who professes to want work and does 
not; who hangs around a saloon expecting some 
one to invite him to drink, and who is always 
asking for two-bits to get something to eat. 

Mr. Piper—You pay that the opposition comes 
from the Catholic Irish. hat is your religion? 

Mr. Brovks—I really don't know. 

Mr. Piper—The whole drift of your examina- 
tions here has been prejudicial to the Catholics ; 
now, have you any ieeling against that religion 

The witness hesitated, and before he an- 
swered the question Mr. Piper’s impetuosity 
caused him to ask if the witness would prefer 
Chinese here or an equal number of New En- 
gland Protestants, or Catholic Irish, 8 
and Americans, to Whieh Mr. Brooks said he 
not thought of it. In being examined by Sena- 
tor Sargent, the witness gave it 2 opinion 
that a Chinaman could not get a jury trial 
in San Francisco. In reply to Mr. Piper he said 
he did not think jurors were a fair. nta- 
tion of the intelligence of this community. His 
opinions were the broadest in the precept of the 
“brotherhood of man..

In this way the anti-cool- 
ieites keep the intelligent portion of the com- 
munity in constant fear, some men having even 
been threatened with violence if they not 
discharge their Chinese employes. 

George W. Antvony, formerly Vice-Consul in 
Siam, and afterwards in China, testified that the 
Chinese in character were equal tothe Japanese. 
His other testimony confirmed that of previous 
witnesses.

MICROSCOPICAL. 


A PAPER ON BLOOD. 
The regular monthly meeting of the State 
Microscopical Society was held at the Academy 
of Sciences last evening, President H. W. Fuller 
in the chair. There were about fifty ladies and 


gentlemen present. 

The donations reported were copies of the 
American Journal of Microscopy by Mr. Lag- 
guth, and seven micro-photographs by Dr. O. C. 
Olliver. 

Dr. R. U. Piper read an able and exhausttve 

per on the use of the microscope in the de- 
tection of crime. It had particular reference to 
the human blood as contradistinguised from 
that of the dog, whose biood was most likely 
to be confounded with that of man, on account 
of their close association. While there was ap- 
parently very little difference in the size 
of the corpuscles of the two, and 
some claimed there was nepe, he 
had demonstrated a difference by an original 
measurement. Placing a human corpuscle in 
the angle of a square and building up ten ora 
dozen, and then, besides this column, putting 
another of s corp there was an > 
preciable difference in the height of the 
columns, that containing the dog corpuscles be- 
ing the smaller. To the erence be- 
tween hair he related the facts brought out in a 
murder case in England. A little girl was 
found dead with her throat cut. Her mother 
was suspected of having committed the crime 
on account of her actions. A knife was found 
in her pocket, on the handle of which were 
several hairs, and on the blade were 
several spots of blood. Her explanation 
was that on her way home 
she saw a rabbit in a trap and cut its throat. A 
microscopical examination pf the hair showed 
that it had come from aquirrel; and, as the 
little girl wore a Squirrel tippet, the evidence of 
guilt was considered conclusive.

REMARKABLE CLOCK. 
The most remarkable specimen of the clock- 
maker’s art ever seen in this city has just been 
placed in the window of the office of the Liver- 
pool & London & Globe Insurance Com- 
pany in Oriental Building, No. 124 LaSalle 
street. It is a lanze timepiece, presenting a dial 
about three feet in diameter tothe observer, and 
showing ata glance the wme, not only in Chi- 
cago, but in the principal commercial centres in 
acircuit of the globe. The clock is circular and 
has a diameter of three feet two inches over all. 
It is cased in mahogany and has quarter-inch 
glasses. For the accommodation of the office 
as well as the street, it has precisely similar 
diais on both sides. The large centre dial, tak- 
ing up perhaps a third of the face, has the Chi- 
cago time, and around this, ina circle which 
may represent the globe, are twelve smalle: 
diais giving the time at the cities whose names 
they bear.

CHEATING THE COMPANY.

THE SIREX. 

The insects of the genus Sirex deposit their 
eggs in living wood, which they perforate with a 
stout, horny awl or auger terminating the abdo- | 
men. The female of the Sirer gigas bores a hole 
about the size of a quill, and a half-inch in 
depth, for the reception of her eggs. The stem 
of the fir or the pine is chosen as the home of 
her progeny; and, in places where the insect 
abounds, its effect upon the forests is very dam- 
aging. As soon as the larve leave the shell, 
they begin burrowing in the body of the tree, 
cutting with their strong jaws channels in every 
As the insect passes a 
period in the larval state, the injury which it 
inflicts is very great. It often destroys the life 
of the tree, and so riddles it with tunnels that 
the timber is worthless. When the Sirer is 
ready to leave the larval state, it works 
way near to the

ECONOMICAL HOUSEKEEPING. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cc, Nov. 24.—No doubt there arc many 
among the readers of Tun Tarmune who, like 
„Mrs. Lester and myself, have but limited 
means, and yet desire to furnish our homes and 
tables in as tasteful and generous manner as 
possible. We would like to try all these recipes 
that the good cooks give us through the Home 
Department, but the most we can do is to read 
and enjoy the Barmecide feast, then lay away 
the papers for use ‘‘ when our ship comes in.” 
But few of this class have spoken out in 
meeting,“ hence I felt a little hesitation in 
writing as I did before, for I felt as though the 
contributors to the Home were all of the class 
who could spend $4 per capita each week for table 
expense alone: But I find one at least who 
has the same problem to solte that I have. 
Here's my hand. Mrs, Lester“; come and we 
will sit down together and talk over this mat- 
ter, and the rest may listen or not as they 


lease. 
I keep my table expense within the limit of 
$4 per w “How dol doit?” I am gov- 
erned by three rules in my expenditures. First 
—old Ben Franklin’s, too—* Spend 3 day 
one s less than thy clear gains.’’ If i have 


but $4 to spend, that is all I do spend. Govern 
appetite by reason and judgment, and have re- 
to the health and strength giving qualities 

of food material rather than to those which ap- 
peal merely to fancy. Second, buy by the quan- 
tityas much as possible. But just here is 
where many can say we are too poor to econ- 
omize. Yet. it is better to een go on short 
allowance for a time, if by so do- 
ing the means can be had to purchase 
wholesale. ‘There is a difference of nearly 82 4 
barrel between buying flour Oy the pound and 
by the barrel. The third rule is, Pay as you 
o.“ Iwe been behind the scenes and know 
ew the grocers tack on a cent here, and a haif- 
cent when a bill is run from month to 
month. Nor is it altogether unreasonable that 
they should in some way reimburse themselves 


for waiting. 

So muck for general principles. As for par- 
ticulars, we do not use either tea or coffee 
3 with water or milk), because we 
have better health without. But I always keep 
them in the house to set before my friends who 
do use them. In meats, we limit ourselves to 
beef and mutton, and of these we do not buy 
the fancy cuts, nor do we consider it necessary 
to haye meat every meal, But it must 
be perfectly fresh and of good quality. I 
make our own bread. Cake and pie 
are daintics reserved for special occasions. 

Fruit and ye n dessert dishes answer 
for ordinary days. Perhaps some of the dishes 
we use most would not be relished by many, but 
fortunately for us we like them. Corn meal 
mus and milk is a favorite dish with us. At 
the mill twenty-five pounds ot meal can be had 
for forty cents. This lasts us about a month. 
I make a kettle of mush for supper, and the 
remnant cut in slices and fried furnishes a nice 
breakfast dish. I think there arc many who do 
not know how to make good mush. It must be 
p ly salted—about two teaspoonfuls of salt 

quarts oi water. The water must boil 

ou to stir in the meal, and boil 

until done. Sift in the meal slowly 

through the fingers, stirring tho ly to pre- 
vent lumps; let it boil twenty minutes or half 
an hom, and you will have good mush. Just 
here let me say that I won my first 
and last lover by my ovroficiency in making 
musb when I —— but 10 years — thus early 
proving thatthe way to a man's heart is through 
his stomach.

Among this class you find those who have been 
just as tenderly reared, often have more re- 
tinement and education than among the wealth- 
ier classes. Alas! some haye been too tenderly 
reared to become the wives of clerks and young 
professional men. I am very, thankful 
that my mother, though an intellectual 
and cultivated woman, taught me to work, for 
not only through reverses, but more prosperous 
days, I find much labor of my bands necessary 
to the keeping of a home. 

There are good seryants, and I know such 
girls are pained when they read a wholesale de- 
nunciation of the whole e I have been do- 
ing my own work for about a year, with the ex- 
ception of having an Irish virago about two 
weeks during the summer; but having moved

Besides the waste 
of fuel and tne introduction of fies, 1 like to 
see the housework done up nicely all over the 
house, and the servant resting once in a while;

Now, girls, you know this is a fact. You 
should have ironing done on Tuesdays, and 
Wednesday you should make the house shine 
from top to bottom. I know that a great deal 
depends upon the mistress, but a great deal also 
upon the servant, How different — * . A5 
girl meets my suggestion of order a vice in 
cooking from former ones! Iwas touched when 
she said, I do hope I will please yon; I want 
to stay.” I tell her that I will provide her with 
the best of everything, and expect not a particle 
of waste, not even that of a potato. That it is 
not sufficient to have her bread light and proper- 
ly baked, but that she must have it a 
kneaded, to have it white and fine-grained. Till 
the last piece is eaten it will keep moist,—that 
is, if they do not bake much at atime. I think 
large, poor rr are the greatest friends to 
the swiibarrel there are. Thick peelings of 
fruits and vegetables are other friends. Bo 
many housekeepers practice this—old house- 
keepers—that find it difficult to teach a 
girl any other way, hence it takes as much 
more as when do the work myself. 
If you buy apples by the barrel, don’t 
wait till a quarter of them decay, but 
look them over, and use the specked ones first; 
then towards spring when apples cannot be 
kept, I find it a way to cook and can them 
for pies or sauce. As for pie and pudding, 
make them ; 1 do not think pie-erust very 
injurious if rolled thin and baked quickly, so 
that it is light and A good housekeeper 
should judge of what ts needed for one mes 
that is enough to bake at one time; keeping 
such things ior children to “ piece ” at is abom- 
able. I never stuff an infant with anything, 
but when they are old enough to sit at table we 
let them partake of the dessert, and they seldom 
know what sickness is. We never employ a 
doctor or give them a drop of medicine, except 
our baby who died. Hundreds of children were 
dying then, and we were afraid"to trust our- 
sclves.

then wet it altogether by stirring in one quart 
of warm milk, with three-fourths pound of 
melted or softened butter. When about halt 
mixed, pus in half teacup of yeast: set it in a 
warm place to rise covered over with a towel. 
If set at night, the next morning knead them 
smooth, cone! one quart more flour; let them 
remain through the day to rise again: at even- 
ing knead them once more, and, if very light, 
leave them in a cool place till morning.

Not long ago some One asked for a recipe for 
Delmonieo’s pudding, which we haye found to 

delicious. Heat aquart of milk to nearly 
boiling; reserve a little to wet three table- 
spoons corn-starch; beat up the yolks of five 
eggs with six tabl ns sugar; stir these into 
the corn-starch, after being dissolved in the 
milk; then add to the hot milk, and boil three 
minutes; then add one teaspoon milk. Turn 
this into a buttered dish, and bake ten minutes. 
Beat up wuftes, add three tablespoons white 
sugar and half teaspoon vanilla. Spread on 
pudding, and brown. Eat cold. with cream

Again arises the question, What is fair 
spring” wheat in New York?

It is really impor- 
tant to know what is meant by the use of the term 

fair spring; but one may aleo ask why it should 
be used atall. They have established grades in 
New York, and surely ought tobe able to quote 
the prices on those grades if enough is done in 
graded lots to make it worth while to sustain the 
system. Not a few now believe that fair spring” 
at $1.30, or any other price, is not a fair quotation 
under the circumstances. 

We note that 9s 10d per quarter for wheat in 
Liverpool would be about $1.32 in New York, or 
$1. 13% 1. 14 per bu in store in Chicago, if the ex- 
penses of transfer were pared down as closely as 
possible. These figures indicate that wheat in this 
market is not such bad property as is represented 
by some, though it does not offer a big profit on 
shipment, and there is no active demand for it on 
the other side of the Atlantic just now. 

There are large amounts of unemployed capital 
here, the owners of which would gladly use it to 
carry produce throughout the winter, if they felt 
it safe todoso. But the question of safety is now 
being raised, and in a comparetively new way. Of 
coursc the property must be insured against loss by 
fire, in order to obtain loans upon it, and that in- 
surance must be effected in companies which are 
believed to be able to pay if loss occurs. Capital- 
ists are now disposed to ask, in regard to some 
companies doing business in this State, whether 
they could probably meet a heavy fire loss. It is 
known that the stocks which form the chief available 
resources of some companies are materially depre- 
ciated, and there is a decided disposition to inquire 
as to the relative standing of the companies in this 
respect, and to discriminate against those 
which are not A No. 1. #£=‘There are 
rumors out to the effect that some 
applications for loans on wheat have been met with 
the reference to insurance, and by intimations that 
something like the surting process mast be resort- 
ed to. The matter is one of great im and 
may weigh more largely than has hitherto been 
thought possible in the determination of the rates 
of interest to be paid for the use of money where 
prodace is the collateral.
